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CUTS SET TO HIT 
YOUNG PATIENTS

DISABLED children could 
lose the chance to receive 
life changing therapy at a pi¬ 
oneering centre near Oswest¬ 
ry after health bosses warned 
they may not provide funding 
in future. 

The Movement Centre near Oswest¬ 
ry is the only one in Britain that offers 
Targeted Training to improve the mo¬ 
bility of children with cerebral palsy 
and other physical disabilities. 

Over the last 20 years the charity has helped 
children from across the country to gain control 
of their bodies. Some learn to walk while others 
simply learn to hold their head up meaning that 
feeding is easier and the children can make eye 
contact, transforming their relationships and 
their ability to learn and take part in family ac¬ 
tivities. 

A number of children are given funding from 
their NHS Clinical Commissioning Groups 
(CCG) where they live. 

Commission 

But Shropshire CCG now says it may no 
longer commission treatment for Shropshire 
children at The Movement Centre. 

The decision is part of a series of cost-cutting 
measures to save £650,000 over the remainder 
of the financial year, and £1.9 million in a full 
financial year. 

The charity, which is based in a building on 
the site of Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital, says 
it is a short sighted decision. It says individual 
families should still apply for funding for Tar¬ 
geted Training, making a case for why their chil¬ 
dren should have the intensive physiotherapy. 
However experts there fear that it is unlikely 
that many of the Shropshire children will re¬ 
ceive CCG help in future. 

Pauline Holbrook, director, said: “We help 
children from across the UK, who each apply to 
their own CCG for the funding to support their 
therapy costs at The Movement Centre. 

“It seems so unfair that children from the 
county in which we are based may not get the 
help they so desperately need.” 

She stressed that the Movement Centre would 
be looking at other ways that the children could 
be funded. “We are a charity and we receive help 
from local and national trusts and grant award¬ 
ing bodies and many of our families fundraise 
for us,” she said. 

Explaining the cost-cutting measures at a 
meeting last week, Andrew Nash, chief finance 
officer for Shropshire CCG, said: “The organi¬ 
sation had reached its agreed level of agreed 
overspend in only the fourth month of the year. 

“Overspending does not increase the re¬ 
sources available to the CCG, in fact it reduces 
them in future years. Overspending is debt and 
we have to repay it.” Mr Nash said the CCG had 
no option but to live within its means and re¬ 
duce spending. 


Town is a war zone - but only for the weekend

VISITORS flocked to Oswestry at the week¬ 
end to see the town go back in time to the 
days of the English Civil War. 

Members of the Sealed Knot re-enactment 
society set up camp in the town on Saturday 
and Sunday. 

It was the first visit of the well known group 
to Oswestry, and members, dressed as sol¬ 
diers, surgeons and camp followers said they 
hoped to return. 

The group members marched through the 
town - re-enacting the movement of troops 
almost 400 years ago. 

After marching from the remains of Oswest¬ 
ry’s castle, which was under siege during the 
civil war, the soldiers from John Lilburne’s 
Regiment of Foote held a “skirmish” in Cae 


Glas Park, where the followers also set up 
camp grinding corn to bake bread and even 
making butter in a churn on site. 

Oswestry Town Council supported the 
event and councillors have also been in discus¬ 
sions about a series of new attractions aimed 
at bringing in more visitors. 

They have heard Oswestry could have a a 
new pop festival in the town centre next year. 

At a meeting last week, councillors agreed 
to invite the organisers of the national Fake 
Festival events to talk to them. 

The tribute-band based company wants 
to bring one of its concerts to Cae Glas Park 
next summer. Town councillors heard details 
of how the festival would run, with the com¬ 
pany providing its own marquee, staging and 


stewards. Deputy Town Clerk Arren Roberts 
said that there were still questions posed by 
the councillors that currently remained unan¬ 
swered. He said: “Although there was general 
support for such a festival, there would be a 
financial risk to the council with this event. 
We have invited the organisers to come along 
to a future meeting to talk to us.” 

The council also decided to invite local ath¬ 
lete Alan Lewis to a meeting to discuss the 
possibility of staging a half marathon in the 
town centre next year. The idea for the run, 
which would be dubbed as one of the most 
challenging in the UK with a hilly course, 
came from talks about promoting Oswestry 
as a festival town.

TRIBUTES have been paid to one of the 
region’s longest serving councillors. 

Ann Holloway was a Welshpool town 
and county councillor for a number of 
years and was also an English teacher at 
the town’s high school. 

She died at the Rhallt Care Home in 
the town on Monday morning. 

Miss Holloway represented the Llaner- 
chyddol ward on Powys County Council 
since its creation in 1996 as part of local 
government reorganisation. 

Powys County Council leader Barry 
Thomas said: “Ann was a hard working 
councillor dedicated to her ward, town 
and shire. Everyone who knew Ann, in 
whatever context, knew her as a strong 
character not afraid to express her opin¬ 
ion and while we did not always see 
eye-to-eye our discussions were always 
conducted with mutual respect, polite¬ 
ness and absolute courtesy. She brought 
wisdom and humour to our debates. 

“She was fiercely loyal to her commu¬ 
nity and will be sadly missed by the peo¬ 
ple of Welshpool. She will be a very hard 
act to follow and I know that everyone at 
the council will greatly miss her.” 

Councillor Phil Pritchard said: “Ann 
was such a valiant fighter, not only for 
the county as a whole but for Welshpool 
as well. Ann surpassed herself in 2010 
when, as Mayor of Welshpool, welcomed 
Her Majesty The Queen to town in 2010. 
As mayor, she entertained the Queen 
when she visited the town and conducted 
proceedings impeccably. She was a friend 
to a number of organisations in Welshpool 
and across the county. She will be sorely 
missed by all who knew her.”

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Arts association folds as 
local authority cuts bite

AN arts group is folding because 
of cuts in local authority grants, 
it has been claimed. 

The Oswestry and District Arts 
Association fell victim to council cut¬ 
backs, its chairman said. 

There is one last chance for organisations 
in the area to apply for the money that is 
left in the association’s balances, before the 
charity is wound up. 

Members took the decision to dissolve 
the association and relinquish its charitable 
status at its annual meeting. 

It was formed in 1974, as a way to pro¬ 
mote and support the arts in the Oswestry 
area and its districts and over almost half a 
century has made grants to individuals and 
groups totalling £128,454. 

In addition, the bursary scheme gave out 
bursaries totalling over £7,500. 

Chairman Phil Box said: “In the 2014/15 
financial year the association saw the with¬ 
drawal of most of the money it received to 
distribute in grants to arts projects in the 
area. 

“The exception was Oswestry Town 
Council, which we would like to thank for 
continued support both financial and prac¬ 
tical over the years. 

“The withdrawal of those grants from 
our funding bodies was caused by the cuts 
in central government funding to local au¬ 
thorities and meant we had to suspend the 
general grants made to applicants to the 
association for funding.” 

Mr Box said that in the past two years 
the association has used its limited funds 
to maintain the bursary scheme. 

“This has proved very popular over the 
past few years and helped some of our 
younger citizens be able to achieve their 
dream of progressing in their chosen field 
of the arts,” he said. 

He said members had looked at whether 
the association could continue as an ena¬ 
bling body, rather than just a grant-giving 
body. 

“Over the past 18 months the association 
has been trying to find new and innovative 
ways, to carry on,” he added. 

“Sadly it proved to be impractical to try 
and continue. The association does have 
a little money left in its account which it 
must distribute, before it can be dissolved 
and as such it is going to hold one last 
round of grant applications.” Applications 
for a small monetary grant are invited from 
both individuals and groups. 


THE death of one of the region’s longest 
serving councillors has been described as 
“an end of an era”. 

Tributes have poured in following the 
death of Welshpool town and county coun¬ 
cillor Ann Holloway, with Montgomeryshire 
MP Glyn Davies affectionately dubbing her 
the First Lady of Welshpool. 

Mr Davies said: “For 40 years she was a 
good friend to me, and a great support in 
my work. I always thought of Annie, I al¬ 
ways called her Annie, as the First Lady of 
Welshpool. 

“She was ferocious in her support for the 
people of Welshpool and Montgomeryshire, 
and she didn’t spare me from her wrath if 


she thought I was not doing what I should. 
But after giving me the benefit of her opin¬ 
ion, she would follow up with gifts for our 
grandchildren. 

“Over recent years she suffered some mo¬ 
bility problems, but nothing would stop her. 

“She was a determined campaigner for 
the people she represented. Welshpool has 
lost one of its greatest ever characters and 
champions.” 

Mayor of Welshpool, Councillor Steve 
Kaye, said: “I pay tribute to Ann who has 
been a great asset to the town. Ann has 
done so much for the town over many years 
and we must all be grateful for what she 
has achieved. In the end this was a release 


for her from her illness.” Robert Robinson, 
town clerk to Welshpool Town Council, de¬ 
scribed Miss Holloway as one of the town’s 
“greatest champions”. 

He said: “Ann and I had a professional 
working relationship and I had great re¬ 
spect for her and her work over many 
years.” 

“This is the end of an era and indeed we 
have lost one of the town’s characters,” Mr 
Robinson said. Miss Holloway died at the 
town’s Rhallt Care Home on Monday morn¬ 
ing following a short illness. 

Mr Robinson said Miss Holloway’s fu¬ 
neral and any service of thanksgiving will 
be announced once they are known.

Plans for next phase of 
£lm lotto fund revealed

ALMOST half of a £1 million fund¬ 
ing pot for three villages will be 
spent over the next three years, 
it has been revealed. 

Two major new projects - which are 
aimed at personal finance education 
and supporting local businesses - will 
be among those backed by £480,000 of 
Big Lottery funding. 

The money, initially awarded six years 
ago, is ringfenced for long-term commu¬ 
nity projects in Gobowen, St Martins and 
Weston Rhyn. 

In the past two years projects set up 
have included the Community Chest small 
grants scheme and the Big Grants Scheme 
for larger projects, school savings clubs and 
community events. 

The aim is to help improve the lives of 
people of all ages living in the three vil¬ 
lages, and supporting local businesses is 
also a priority. 

Nick Heard, chairman of the Three Par¬ 
ishes Big Local Partnership which adminis¬ 
ters the lottery money, said the next phase 
of the group’s community plan would see 
almost half of the money spent over the 
next three years. 

He said: “The next phase includes two 
major new projects, My Money Matters, 
which will focus on personal finance educa¬ 
tion and issues, and an Enterprise Support 
programme designed to boost local business 
and social enterprise. 

“The Enterprise Support programme 
will be supporting and developing local 
business, social enterprise and the local 
economy.” He said the current projects in¬ 
troduced two years ago will continue. 

A public meeting will be held on Wednes¬ 
day next week at 7pm at St John’s Church 
in Weston Rhyn to formally launch the next 
three years of activities. People who live or 
work in the three communities can go along 
and find out more about the next phase of 
the community plan. 

Mr Heard said: “Three Parishes Big 
Local is a community-led programme and 
our public meeting on September 28 will 
give local people the opportunity to come 
along and find out about the community 
plan for the next three years, and to share 
their ideas with the partnership.

Mother tells of pain of losing son 


A MOTHER has spoken of her dev¬ 
astation after her youngest son was 
killed in a crash near her home. 

Lewi Holyoake always joked that 
he was a Peter Pan who would 
never grow up. 

The 30-year old groundsman died 
when his car hit a wall in a road ac¬ 
cident at Melverley, near Oswestry, 
in the early hours of September 11. 

Jacquie Holyoake, from Melver¬ 


ley, said his girlfriend was expect¬ 
ing their son, who she said would 
be called Lewis. Lewi had two other 
sons, Charlie and Jack, who she said 
he adored. 

Mrs Holyoake said Lewi would be 
sadly missed by her and his step dad 
Paul Holyoake, who she said was his 
“best buddy”, as well as by his fa¬ 
ther, Leslie Page, his partner, Hay- 
ley and his sons. “He leaves behind 


his brothers Wayne, Craig and his 
sister Caroline as well as his uncles 
and aunts, cousins, nieces and neph¬ 
ews, grandparents and friends,” she 
said. 

“He loved horses and was the 
Midlands Showjumping Champion 
with his horse, Solo, when he was 
12,” Mrs Holyoake said. 

“There wasn’t a horse that he 
couldn’t ride and he loved the 


horses we had here.” After work¬ 
ing in pubs and restaurants her son 
began work as a groundsman and 
about four months ago went to work 
for the Severnside Caravan Park. 

“It was his dream job, he was so 
happy there and they thought the 
world of him,” she said. 

The funeral will be held on Sat¬ 
urday at 12.15pm at Melverley 
Church.

(Wednesday) discussed plans to extend the opening of the town’s indoor market. 
At present the indoor market operates on Wednesdays, Fridays and Saturdays. 

But following discussions at a meeting of the Markets Policy and Performance Group, 
plans to extend the market on a Thursday were due to be considered at last night’s meet¬ 
ing. A report to the committee suggests an extension to opening times could better pro- 

- mote start-up business opportunities. 

The report recommends from Easter 
2017 the indoor market’s opening is ex¬ 
tended for a trial of 12 months, to be re¬ 
viewed quarterly with no additional rentals 
to be charged during that period. 

This comes as the Markets Policy and 
Performance Group were told that during 
trader’s exit interviews, they cited a lack 
of takings being the main reason why they 
don’t return to the market. 

Other recommendations from the report 
that was put before the council last night. 

One of the recommendations was for 
the council to investigate further the cost 
of counters to measure the footfall in the 
market. 

That initiative would be in order to meas¬ 
ure trends and draw comparisons. 

Another recommendation was for the 
council to look to promote four continental 
or themed markets in Oswestry each year 
rather than the current two. 

It’s also recommended that two themed 
markets are held each month on a Friday, 
suggested themes include gardening, crafts 
and book markets. 

Members of the council’s markets and 
car parks committee were due to discuss 
the recommendations at a meeting in the 
council chamber of the Guildhall last night. 


Road 
after crash 

TRAFFIC was brought to a standstill on 
the A5 between Shrewsbury and Oswestry 
after a crash involving four cars.

Wind farm 
convoys on 
to new stage 

WIND farm developers are celebrating the 
completion of several weeks of wind tur¬ 
bine convoys across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales - but more convoys are coming soon 
in a separate project. 

Convoys of turbine blades - at 45 metres 
long, the largest of the turbine components 
- have been making their way along the 
A483 from Oswestry, through Pant and 
Welshpool town centre en route to Cefn 
Coch since mid summer. 

The last component was delivered to 
Tirgwynt wind farm on Friday. 

In all, 96 turbine parts were delivered 
to the site between July 25 and September 
16, with up to four loads per day passing 
through the area in one or two convoys 
with a police escort. 

Pete Thomas, the construction manager 
for wind farm developers Awel Newydd 
Cyf, said: “We are very pleased that the 
delivery convoys have passed through the 
area generally trouble free, without the 
levels of disruption that some people had 
anticipated.” 

More large wind turbine convoys are 
soon to hit the A483 between Oswestry, 
Welshpool and Newtown, taking parts to 
the Garreg Lwyd windfarm, near Llanba- 
darn Fynydd. 

These new convoys will be destined for 
Garreg Lwyd Hill wind farm, which is sited 
between Felindre and Llanbadarn Fynydd 
in Radnorshire, from mid-September until 
Christmas. 


)ld daughter Kirsty, and the family dogs and 
horses before torching the house, dying in 
the inferno. He had severe financial prob¬ 
lems. 

His brother said his brother had had 12 
shotguns and a .22 rifle. 

“There had been worrying moments with 
the shotguns in the past,” Mr Foster said. 

“He shot a family Labrador that he 
couldn’t control and his wife called the po¬ 
lice. “He also made threats to kill during 
a breach of contracts court case and also 
threatened the liquidator of his company.” 

Mr Foster said his brother had been to 
see his GP. 

“He told him he had suicidal thoughts 
and was prescribed anti-depressants. An 
empty packet was found in the house,” he 
added. 

“But there was no link between GPs and 
police forces and his doctor had no idea that 
he had 12 shotguns.” He said that in April 
this year a report from His Majesty’s Police 
Inspectorate and the British Medical Asso¬ 
ciation agreed a system of putting markers 
on patients’ records so that the doctors 
know if they own a shotgun licence. 

Mr Foster said: “I am not anti-gun. If 
people wish to shoot that is their choice. 
But this will protect the gun owners as well 
as other people.” 

Stephen Millington, firearms and explo¬ 
sives licensing manager for Warwickshire 
Police and West Mercia Police said: “In 
April 2016 a national agreement between 
police and the General Medical Council was 
introduced in an attempt to address public 
concerns for existing and future applicants 
for firearms licences. 

“Our firearms licence departments have 
as a matter of procedure shared informa¬ 
tion with local GPs regarding a person’s 
suitability for possession of a shotgun or 
firearm certificate. 

“In line with this agreement, GPs are 
now invited to put a marker upon the re¬ 
cord of a certificated firearms holder, and 
ensure police are notified should any medi¬ 
cal issues arise that would affect their suit¬ 
ability”

A YOUNG rider has spoken of her heart¬ 
ache after her horse had to be put down 
after an accident with a car. 

Myfanwy Murray, 22, was riding her 
horse Razz through the village of Kinner- 
ley, close to her home, when they were in¬ 
volved in a collision with a Vauxhall Zafira. 

The 13-year-old horse broke its leg and 
the decision was taken for the vet called out 
to Razz to put her down. 

“She had gone down on her knees, saving 
me from being thrown off,” Myfanwy said. 

“She was incredibly calm, it was just 
awful to see her. Razz was a once in a life¬ 
time horse and her death has left such a 
hole in our lives.” 

Police are investigating the accident. 

Pc Henry King-Salter said the accident 


happened shortly before midday on Sep¬ 
tember 10. 

He said: “Sadly the horse was badly in¬ 
jured had to be put down at the scene and 
I’m now trying to establish the full circum¬ 
stances of the incident. Neither the rider of 
the horse or the car driver were injured.” 

Witnesses to the collision, which hap¬ 
pened in the centre of Kinnerley, are being 
asked to contact officers. They should call 
101 quoting reference 333-S-100916. 

Myfanwy said that she had been con¬ 
tacted by scores of people following the ac¬ 
cident. 

“Many have told me that they do have 
had to have their horse put down after 
something similar happened to them,” she 
said.

It looks like bigger penalties 
are on the way for motorists 
caught using hand held phones. 
It’s a change that’s long overdue 
but are the changes enough? 

Few reading this column who 
are drivers will be able to say 
they have never taken a call or 
dialled a friend while behind the 
wheel - and that includes me. 
Quite frankly the current £100 
fine and three penalty points is 
hardly a deterrent and I doubt 
doubling that to £200 and six 
points will make a scrap of dif¬ 
ference. 

The last figures released by the 
Department for Transport back in 
2014 show that a drive impaired 
or distracted by their phone was 
a contributory factor in 492 acci¬ 
dents in Britain, including 21 that 
were serious and 84 classed as 
serious. 

Those figures do not show 
the number of near misses that 
were caused by idiots meander¬ 
ing from lane to lane on our mo¬ 
torway networks while happily 
texting friends on their mobiles 
- particularly those at the wheels 
of massive articulated vehicles. 
We’ve all seen them. 

The changes mean than any 
new driver caught offending 
within two years of passing their 
test will have their licences re¬ 
voked and will be made to re-sit 
while another six points will also 
put many experienced motor¬ 
ists over the 12 points limit that 
means a ban. 

But I’m still not sure that’s 
enough. Will drivers be deterred 
by the thought of a £200 fine and 
the extra points? Probably not. 
There is absolutely no way you 
can drive and text safely at the 
same time and we must all take 
responsibility for our actions. 

Transport Secretary Chris 
Grayling says just as drinking 
and driving has become social¬ 
ly unacceptable so must using 
mobile phones at the wheel and I 
agree with him completely. 

RAC research published last 
week suggesting that illegal mo¬ 
bile phone use is on the rise was 
no surprise to me. 

Almost one third (31 per cent) 
of motorists admitted to using 
a hand held phone behind the 
wheel compared to just eight per 
cent in 2014 the survey of 1,714 
UK motorists found. 

The proportion of drivers who 
confessed to sending a message 
or posting on social media rose 
from seven per cent to 19 per 
cent over the same period and 
14 per cent of motorists even 
owned up to taking photographs 
or videos while driving. 

Other figures show that there 
has been a 27 per cent fall in the 
number of traffic cops in the last 
five years which means the odds 
on actually getting caught are 
very slim. 

It’s no good having new rules 
if they are not enforced. Let’s 
see more drivers prosecuted and 
let’s start publishing the names 
of offenders in print and on-line 
like we used to do.

MPs to back huge revamp 
of Parliament buildings

Billions are now needed to 
modernise the crumbling 
Houses of Parliament. 
Report by NAOMI PENROSE. 


RESIDENT rodents, leaking 
roofs, crumbling walls and tox¬ 
ic asbestos throughout... 

You could be fooled into thinking 
these are the grim conditions of a 
rundown office block - not that of a 
palace. 

Shropshire MPs have spoken out about 
the challenges of working at Westminster 
as the home of British democracy pre¬ 
pares to shut up shop for up to six years 
as part of a programme to renovate and 
rebuild. 

Parts of the landmark building are so 
riddled with asbestos, frail stonework 
and ageing electrics that it has been said 
the Grade I-listed building would be de¬ 
molished if it was not protected. 

Now a senior parliamentary commit¬ 
tee is set to recommend that all MPs and 
peers vacate both Houses of Parliament 
for the six years to allow for urgent re¬ 
pairs to be undertaken. This would be the 
cheapest and quickest options - a snip at 
£3.5-£3.9 billion, with relocation starting 
as early as 2020. 

The other options are a partial reloca¬ 
tion, taking about 11 years at a cost of 
between £3.9 billion and £4.4 billion, or 
a rolling programme over a staggering, 
estimated 32 years for a whopping £5.7 
billion. 

These sums are eye-watering, and have 
prompted calls from some for MPs to 
leave the historic estate altogether. 

Shropshire MPs have waded in on the 
discussion but also shared their experi¬ 
ences of the crumbling facilities over the 
years - with one revealing his first office 
didn’t even have a window. 

Despite being in the dark at that time, 


North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
could see the light in the situation. 

“My first office was really small, 
there was only room for one or two peo¬ 
ple in it, it was quite pokey, and it had 
no window, which I think is in breach 
of European law,” the former Environ¬ 
ment Secretary joked. 

“When I was appointed Secretary 
of State for Northern Ireland, my of¬ 
fice then was completely infested with 
moths, and it had no air conditioning.” 

Mr Paterson said he was in favour 
of the recommendation to vacate both 
Houses of Parliament temporarily to 
allow work to be carried out. 

He said: “This has to be done. Over 
the years water has got inside because 
it isn’t watertight, corroding the iron¬ 
work. It isn’t good and I do think it will 
get to a stage of being dangerous.” 

Glyn Davies, MP for Montgomery¬ 


shire, backed a temporary move but 
branded a permanent move away from 
Westminster “crazy”. 

Shrewsbury and Atcham MP Daniel 
Kawczynski was also quick to make 
the case for investment in Parliament, 
rather than see it demolished. 

He said: “This is a beautiful historic 
building that is visited by hundreds of 
thousands of people every year. You 
have got people coming from all over 
the world just to take photos of Big Ben. 

“It is very old and there are huge 
structural problems with it and they 
are telling us they need to refurbish it. 

“We are going to invest in this build¬ 
ing for future generations. I think it is 
the best option. I do not think building 
a new parliament is appropriate. I do 
not think anything like this building 
and its historic value could be repro¬ 
duced. 


“I am very much in favour of refur¬ 
bishment and if that means pushing us 
out for six years then so be it.” 

Mr Kawczynski added: “People do 
not see the problems with the build¬ 
ing but there are various parts of this 
huge palace where there are real issues, 
structural, wiring, electrics, it is a very 
old building. 

“It is not a case of patching it up. The 
repairs to this building cost around £100 
million a year. What is good is it is going 
to be creating something which will last 
hundreds of years and future genera¬ 
tions will be able to benefit from it. 

“If we do not refurbish it what do you 
do with it? Knock it down? 

Alternative 

“The alternative is to knock this down 
and start again but I think that would be 
almost as expensive and you would not 
retain the historic nature of the build¬ 
ing.” 

Philip Dunne, MP for Ludlow, said: 
“I’m pleased that this joint committee 
of the House of Commons and House 
of Lords have made such recommenda¬ 
tions. 

“I’m aware of the challenges of keep¬ 
ing the building safe when it has infra¬ 
structure that is ancient and woefully 
ill-equipped for conditions in today’s 
world. 

“I think it’s the right decision and I 
think its necessary.” 

He said if MPs and Lords did move 
out of the Palace of Westminster build¬ 
ings for refurbishment it should be done 
quickly and properly - and doing it split 
across two parliaments would mean that 
each would at least get to have some 
time in the traditional houses. 

“It’s right that we should sort it out 
for future generations,” he said. “My 
fear is that if we don’t do it, the build¬ 
ing will be condemned at some point 
in the future and we will need to take 
emergency measures that would not be 
sensible.”

The Boundary Commission for 
Wales has delivered its recom¬ 
mendations for future Parliamen¬ 
tary constituencies for Wales 
It’s a devastating prospect for 
Mid Wales! 

If these recommendations 
come to pass they will wipe out 
the Montgomeryshire constitu¬ 
ency, tearing it into three sepa¬ 
rate parts. 

It will effectively end par¬ 
liamentary democracy in Mid 
Wales. 

The decision on whether to 
go ahead with these changes 
will not be finalised until October 
2018. 

The vast majority of the people 
of Montgomeryshire, me includ¬ 
ed, will hope these changes will 
not go ahead. 

It’s not the fault of the bounda¬ 
ry commissioners, who came up 
with these plans. 

The ‘Parliamentary Voting 
System and Constituencies Act 
2011’, taken through Parliament 
by the Conservative/Lib Dem 
Coalition, gave them little scope 
to deliver anything like a sensible 
proposal. 

The Act was passed to reduce 
the costs of democracy, in re¬ 
sponse to the expenses scandal 
of MPs in the past. 

It was also passed to equalise 
the size of constituencies. The 
only aspect of the Act that was 
left to be confirmed was the pre¬ 
cise boundaries. 

This all sounds ever so simple 
and straightforward. 

But the path taken by politics 
never runs smooth. 

This Act was supposed to 
take effect in 2013, in time for 
the last General Election. But the 
House of Lords stepped in to de¬ 
lay it for five years. 

Someday, what actually hap¬ 
pened will feature in a book. 

At the time I admit to have 
been greatly relieved. And I 
also admit that I hope a way 
will emerge where there can be 
further delay. A one-year delay 
would do nicely, making it im¬ 
possible to fight the 2020 Gen¬ 
eral Election on anything other 
than the existing boundaries. 

Eventually, there will have to 
be a review of boundaries of 
some sort. 

The current boundaries give 
huge benefit to the Labour Party 
- somewhere about 20-30 seats 
in the House of Commons. It’s 
not fair. And it’s not fair on vot¬ 
ers. But there is no requirement 
to reduce the number of MPs, 
particularly since MEPs will soon 
be disappearing. 

And there is no requirement 
that there must be only a five per 
cent variation in the electorates. 
A 10 per cent variation would 
give far more flexibility to Bound¬ 
ary Commissioners to take ac¬ 
count of geography, cultural ties, 
historical links and sparse popu¬ 
lations. What I do feel sure of is 
that this battle is not over yet.

Shrewsbury Hospital is the major hos¬ 
pital for Montgomery, because, many in 
Salop may be unaware, there is no major 
hospital in the county of Powys. There are 
some good local ones, but this county’s res¬ 
idents have to go long distances to get a lot 
of their treatment, such as Abergavenny, 
Hereford or Aberystwyth. 

So, for the people here to have a situa¬ 
tion that means a longer journey to an A&E 
hospital, further exacerbated by Telford 
not being easily reachable by direct public 
transport from east Powys, means that cit¬ 
izens of north east Powys will be very seri¬ 
ously inconvenienced by yet one more daft 
move of centralisation. The most important 
things to be considered by those in author¬ 
ity, who decide such things, are the quality 
of services to the public.

since it started more than 40 years 
ago. 

The donation was be presented at 
the tournament’s annual dinner at 
the Lion Quays Hotel last month. 

The Graham Edwards Memo¬ 
rial Trophy is named in memory of 
a promising young footballer from 
Gobowen who died of leukaemia aged 
just 21 in 1974. 

The tournament was set up the 
following year and the impressive tro¬ 
phy was paid for with £100 raised at 
a dance. 

It is one of the longest running 
charity tournaments in the country 
and a sign of its longevity is that sons 
and even grandsons of players who 
played in the first tournament 42 
years ago have played in the tourna¬ 
ment in recent years. 

Community hub 
in volunteer call 

A NEW-look village hub and library 
has launched a recruitment bid for 
volunteers. 

Gobowen Library has become a 
community hub under Shropshire 
Council budget cuts. 

Library staff are now working on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, although 
the library is also now open on 
Wednesdays when it is run by stu¬ 
dents from Derwen College.

THE directors of collapsed GHA 
Coaches have been disqualified 
from becoming bus company 
bosses and could face a ban of 
between one and five years. 

A public inquiry at Welshpool Town 
Hall on Tuesday heard that the broth¬ 
ers behind the firm, Gareth and Arwyn 
Lloyd-Davies, were found to have had 
a “catalogue of management failures” 
before the company collapsed in July. 

The inquiry heard the state of the fleet 
was so bad that a wheel fell off a bus car¬ 
rying schoolchildren that hadn’t been ser¬ 
viced or maintained for 14 weeks. 

Nick Jones, Traffic Commissioner for 
Wales and the West Midlands, is now in 
the process of putting together a written 
determination with regards to how long to 
revoke the firm’s operators licence for. 

The brothers are also directors of RJ’s 
of Wem and RML 2148 Ltd bus companies, 
which were bidding to run some Wrexham 
routes lost following the demise of GHA. 
RJ’s of Wem recently got approval to run 
some of those routes. 

Following the inquiry, a Traffic Commis¬ 
sion spokesman said: “Regarding the two 
other companies in Shropshire, nothing 
happens until the Traffic Commissioner’s 
written determination. 

“Both companies will be called in for a 
public inquiry, probably on the same day. 
They will have the option of replacing the 
two directors; the Traffic Commissioner 
will need to be satisfied that the other peo¬ 
ple will have no connection with the previ¬ 
ous directors.” 

The Lloyd-Davies brothers told the in¬ 
quiry that they were in no position to 
challenge allegations because company pa¬ 
perwork had been handed over to the ad¬ 
ministrators. 


IMPROVEMENTS to an Oswestry 
skatepark could be on the cards af¬ 
ter a successful fun day. 

The Easter Oswestry fun day was 
supported by local councillors includ¬ 
ing Shropshire and Oswestry Town 
Councillor John Price, the town’s 
mayor Paul Milner and Shrop¬ 
shire Council Deputy Leader Steve 
Charmley, who represents Whitting¬ 
ton on the unitary authority. 

Councillor Charmley said the fun 
day was successful. 


He said: “The fun day was or¬ 
ganised by STAR Housing, and was 
attended by plenty of young people 
from the local community. 

“The event was supported by 
Ramped the mobile scooter and 
skateboard park, which enhanced 
the current Eastern Oswestry 
skatepark for the day, TNS also 
supported the event, giving the local 
youngsters a great afternoon in the 
sunshine. 

“The event also gave the oppor¬ 


tunity for Shropshire and Oswestry 
councillors to discuss the possibilities 
of enhancing the current skatepark 
provision and ways in which it could 
be funded. Local Shropshire Coun¬ 
cillor John Price was organising 
those using the park, so that they 
can build an evidence base needed to 
secure funding for the work. 

“Teamwork and cooperation be¬ 
tween local councillors will be essen¬ 
tial if projects such as this extension 
are to attract funding in the future.” 


Report shows 
up crews' 
delay at 999 
handovers 

THERE were more than 28,000 times 
last year when ambulance staff were 
delayed longer than 30 minutes dur¬ 
ing handovers at the region’s hospi¬ 
tals. 

The data, published by West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service (WMAS), 
which covers Shropshire, showed a 
further 11,453 handovers to hospi¬ 
tal since April took longer than the 
30-minute target time. 

The statistics show the longest 
delay during 2015/16 was in February 
this year at Princess Royal Hospital 
in Telford. One crew of paramedics 
spent a total of 226.5 minutes at the 
hospital. 

Meanwhile, the longest delay so far 
in 2016/17 was at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital in April, where am¬ 
bulance staff spent 271.4 minutes 
- more than four hours. 

However the statistics show the 
number of delays in 2015/16 had 
fallen by more than 20 per cent on the 
handover delays recorded in the previ¬ 
ous year. Jamie Arrowsmith, a WMAS 
spokesman, said: “It is encouraging 
that the number of handovers above 
30 minutes fell by about 23 per cent 
from 2014/15 to 2015/16. 

“However, there were still a signif¬ 
icant number of occasions where our 
ambulances were delayed at hospital 
whilst waiting to handover a patient, 
which as a result meant they were not 
free to respond to other 999 calls. We 
continue to work closely with all of 
the hospitals in the region to tackle 
such issues. The trust’s strategic 
operations cell, based at the trust 
headquarters, continuously monitors 
the level of demand at each hospital 
across the region so that potential 
delays can be highlighted early and 
resolved. In addition, the trust uses 
hospital ambulance liaison officers 
to help minimise delays and ensure 
ambulances are free to respond to the 
next 999 call as quickly as possible.”

COUNCILLORS in Oswestry are 
to challenge Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil to campaign to keep the re¬ 
gion’s main hospital services in 
Shrewsbury. 

Councillors say the unitary author¬ 
ity should be backing the major hos¬ 
pital in its area - and pushing for the 
accident and emergency unit at Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital to remain open. 

Chairman of the town’s finance and gen¬ 
eral purposes committee, Councillor Chris 
Schofield said every person he spoke to in 
Oswestry wanted to see the services re¬ 
tained at the RSH. 

He said that if an A&E unit had to close 
as part of an ongoing review, it should be 
closed at Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital. 

Councillor Schofield said: “People are 
very worried about the extra distance they 
will have to travel if the RSH A&E were 
to close. 

“Shropshire Council is based at the 
Shirehall, which is in Shrewsbury. 

“Surely the council, particularly its 
elected representatives, should be fighting 
to keep services within the county?” 

Shropshire Council Leader Malcolm Pate 
said: “Shropshire Council’s position is that 
the configuration of NHS services should be 
a clinical decision. 

“We will continue to challenge our NHS 
partners to ensure that the important ser¬ 
vices they offer are safe and the best that 
can be provided.” 

Shropshire CCG is consulting on its plans 
to have one emergency care centre for the 
Shropshire and Telford area, backed up by 
urgent care centres in other towns around 
the county. 


PEOPLE have been warned to be 
vigilant in north Shropshire after a 
spate of suspected deliberate fires. 

Among the fires in recent weeks 
has been one at Nesscliffe near 
Oswestry as well as at Hodnet and 
Crudgington. 

More than 300 tonnes of hay 
caught fire in a field close to the A53 


near Hodnet before 250 bales of hay 
were involved in a blaze at Broom hill 
Farm, Nesscliffe. 

Fire officials said the Hodnet fire, 
which is thought to have involved 
between 300 and 400 tonnes of hay, 
was believed to be started deliber¬ 
ately and firefighters and police are 
now calling for any information. 


In addition the fire at Tern Lane, 
Crudgington, which involved about 
400 tonnes of straw, is also being 
treated as suspicious. 

Pc Mick Sturland, of West Mer¬ 
cia Police, said: “We have seen a 
few large fires to hay bales in north 
Shropshire and into rural Welling¬ 
ton.”

Public will 
have their 
say on plan 

CHANGES to a plan that guides the 
scale and location of new develop¬ 
ment in Powys will be subject to a 
public consultation, the county coun¬ 
cil has confirmed.

999 response 
times revealed 

POWYS had the lowest percentage of 
emergency ambulance calls reached 
within the eight minute target time 
in July. 

Latest figures reveal that the Welsh 
Ambulance Service surpassed the na¬ 
tional ambulance response times tar¬ 
get for the second month in a row. 

Performance ranged from 65.3 per 
cent in Powys to 80.7 per cent in Car¬ 
diff and Vale. The Wales target time 
is that 65 per cent of “red” emergency 
calls are responded to within a time 
limit of eight minutes. During July a 
total of 1,685 calls to the ambulance 
service were made in Powys, with 72 
of them being red calls, 988 amber and 
625 green. The median response time 
to red calls across Wales was five min¬ 
utes and five seconds.

Council in 
move to set 
up new care 
organisation 

POWYS County Council’s cabinet has 
agreed in principle the development 
of a local authority trading company 
to run the 12 council-owned residen¬ 
tial care homes from May of next year. 

Council-owned residential care 
homes have been run by Bupa Care 
Ltd for the past 15 years across 
Powys. The contract with Bupa is due 
to expire in May 2017 following a one- 
year extension. 

Bosses at the council say the de¬ 
cision to develop a local authority 
trading company has the potential to 
stabilise the current market and posi¬ 
tion itself as a driving force in the de¬ 
velopment of residential care services 
across Powys. 

Councillor Stephen Hayes, cabinet 
member for adult services said: “The 
decision to commission Bupa to de¬ 
liver our residential care on our be¬ 
half was the right choice at the time, 
and they have successfully delivered 
a high level of care over this period 
of time. However the financial and 
demographic pressures alongside na¬ 
tional and local policy drivers mean 
that the council’s current provision 
of residential and nursing care would 
not be sustainable in the future. The 
current model would not deliver the 
required levels of service within avail¬ 
able resources. This option has con¬ 
siderable potential and is in line with 
the council’s commissioning approach 
and the Social Services and Wellbeing 
(Wales) Act 2014.” 

Councillor Hayes added: “Retain¬ 
ing the current workforce is a high 
priority as the skills and experience 
of the highly trained staff will give 
a continuity of care and support for 
our residents in Powys. The council 
and senior managers from Bupa will 
work together to speak to staff, resi¬ 
dents, families and carers about any 
issues or concerns they may have over 
the council’s decision in the coming 
months ahead.” 


Customer service points 
face reduction in hours

CUTS of nearly 40 hours a week 
to Shropshire Council’s custom¬ 
er service points have gone out 
to public consultation. 

The authority says it wants to keep 
the services open five-days-a-week, 
but needs to reduce opening hours to 
meet demand and save on costs. 

There are customer service points in 
Ludlow, Shrewsbury, Oswestry, Market 
Drayton, Whitchurch and Bridgnorth, 
which allow people to access and get help 
with many council services. 

The council’s proposal would see hours 
at Bridgnorth and Ludlow reduced by 10 
a week, Market Drayton six-and-a-half, 
Oswestry five, and Shrewsbury five-and- 
a-half. Meanwhile, hours at Whitchurch 
would stay the same. 

The council said changes are being looked 
at because the use of the facilities has fallen 
by more than half in the past five years. 

Councillor Michael Wood, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for corporate support, said: “The num¬ 
ber of customers calling in to see us has 
reduced by more than half over the last few 
years, but we’ve kept the opening hours of 
our offices unchanged. 

“This consultation isn’t about closing our 
offices. 

“It’s about matching the hours that our 
staff are available at these offices to the 
changing demand, and to make sure that 
we spend enough time with those who need 
our help. 

“This would mean that we could to use 
our resources more cost effectively, meet¬ 
ing the needs of local people and at the 
same time using any efficiencies elsewhere.

A PIECE of railway history from 
Mid Wales and borders will be going 
under the hammer in Shrewsbury. 

A commemorative oak silver 
mounted wheel barrow and spade, 
presented to Mrs Dugdale of Llwyn, 
Llanfyllin by contractor Thomas 
Savin to mark her cutting the first 
sod of Llanfyllin Railway on Friday, 
September 20, 1861, has been en¬ 
tered in fine art auctioneers Halls’ 
country house auction on Wednes¬ 
day next week. 


The wheelbarrow and spade, 
which were made by Stephen Smith 
and William Nicholson, Duke Street, 
Lincoln Fields, London 1861, are 
valued at more than £3,000 and 
Halls’ fine art director is expecting a 
lot of interest from specialist collec¬ 
tors. Llanfyllin Railway opened from 
Llanymynech via Llansantffraid, 
Llanfechain and Bryngwyn in 1863 
to allow access to limestone quarries 
and the main line from Oswestry to 
Newtown. The branch line to Llan¬ 


fyllin closed in 1965 under British 
Railway’s Beeching axe. 

Thomas Savin was a controversial 
Victorian industrial entrepreneur 
and former Mayor of Oswestry who 
went bankrupt after developing 
much of the Mid Wales railway sys¬ 
tem. 

The lots will be open for viewing 
on Monday from 9.30am-7pm, the 
following day from 9.30am-4.30pm 
and on the morning of the auction, 
which begins at 10am.

Police give out 
phone scam alert

STAFF at Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital have been 
presented with an award in 
recognition of the standard 
of cleanliness at the site. 


The housekeeping team regu¬ 
larly receive praise from patients 
and visitors for how clean they 
keep the wards and other depart¬ 
ments across the organisation. 

That has been backed up by the hos¬ 
pital’s quarterly infection prevention, 
control and cleanliness reports. 

The most recent of these reports, for 
the first quarter of 2016-17, showed 
the hospital scoring an average of 98.4 
per cent for cleanliness against a na¬ 
tional target of 85 per cent and the 
hospital’s own target of 94 per cent.

Equipment 
will help in 
blood work 

CUTTING-EDGE equipment which 
can perform blood group tests si¬ 
multaneously on multiple patients 
has arrived at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

The hospital has taken delivery of 
the Bio-Rad IH500, which has started 
conducting tests on blood which will 
be used in transfusions and opera¬ 
tions 

The blood services are provided by 
The Shrewsbury and Telford Hos¬ 
pital NHS Trust, whose scheme has 
supported the orthopaedic hospital 
to purchase the new equipment to 
use for the benefit of the county’s pa¬ 
tients. 

Alex Radford, blood transfusion fa¬ 
cilitator at the hospital, said: “It looks 
really good and it’s an amazing thing 
to watch and I hope more hospitals 
get the chance to use one. 

“It’s really important to have an 
efficient process because we do a lot 
of revision surgery and they tend to 
be the first cases on the list. Some¬ 
times we have a list of patients who 
need blood at the same time. This new 
machine now allows us to group up to 
10 at once, making the whole process 
more efficient. 

“With this analyser we will be able 
to group patients by blood-type and 
crossmatch blood all at the same time, 
rather than have to wait.” 

The hospital is only the second in 
the UK to possess the equipment. The 
other using one is Leighton Hospital 
in Crewe, which uses it as a back-up 
to its existing analyser system. 

Mike Taylor, transfusion manager 
for Shropshire, said: “Prior to having 
the analyser, all tests were done man¬ 
ually, which can be time consuming. 

“Also, manual systems can be sub¬ 
ject to error because humans can 
make mistakes. The analyser does 
not get distracted and cannot make 
clerical errors. 

“Although it’s not quicker than a 
human to do one sample, it can do 
multiple samples simultaneously. 

“So it can process five or 10 sam¬ 
ples in the same time we could process 
one.”

The largest of these collieries were Black 
Park and Brynkinallt. Chirk was a coaching 
stop on the old mail coach route along the A5 
from London to Holyhead. 

Many visitors come to the area to enjoy the 
wonders of the nearby Ceiriog Valley, well 
known as one of the most beautiful valleys in 
the country.

A MOBILE phone company has 
vowed to continue improving cover¬ 
age across Shropshire, a year after 
pledging to bring better service to 
thousands of customers.

Low number of black 
police officers revealed

TWO Welsh police forces have 
just one black officer in their 
ranks - even after a stern warn¬ 
ing from Prime Minister Theresa 
May. 

Dyfed-Powys and North Wales Po¬ 
lice both have just one black officer, 
even after Mrs May told chiefs diversi¬ 
ty wasn’t an “optional extra”. 

Two forces in the country have no black 
officers at all. Senior officers across Chesh¬ 
ire and North Yorkshire failed to recruit a 
single black officer. 

Figures show that 15 forces have less 
than five black officers, according to the 
latest figures from the Home Office. 

Cleveland, Durham and Warwickshire 
are also among those who have all strug¬ 
gled to recruit a more diverse force, figures 
show. It comes after Mrs May - then home 
secretary - told the National Black Policing 
Association’s conference last October that 
increasing diversity wasn’t an “optional 
extra”. 

She added: “It goes right to the heart of 
this country’s historic principle of policing 
by consent. 

“We must ensure that the public have 
trust and confidence in the police, and that 
the police reflect the communities they 
serve.” 

Nearly 1,000 of the country’s 1,504 black 
officers are in the Metropolitan Police and 
102 are in the West Midlands, figures up to 
the end of March show. 

The number of black policemen and 
women did rise slightly last year from 1,436 
to 1,504 and the black and ethnic minority 
officers within ranks overall has risen from 
5.6 per cent to 5.9 per cent. A Cheshire Po¬ 
lice spokeswoman said that since the fig¬ 
ures have been released they have recruited 
two Afro-Caribbean officers.

Campaign for 
more visitors 
leads to 'a 
rescue rise’ 

A DRIVE to attract tourists has led 
to an increase in ill-equipped walkers 
and climbers becoming stranded on 
Snowdon, rescuers have said. 

Llanberis Mountain Rescue was 
called out a record 43 times to Wales 
and England’s highest peak in Au¬ 
gust. 

It is an increase it has described 
as “unsustainable” and warned it is 
struggling to cope. 

Visit Wales’ recent year of adven¬ 
ture campaign encouraged to visitors 
to ‘Find Your Epic’. 

The tourism body said the cam¬ 
paign was “an opportunity to promote 
safety”. 

Llanberis Mountain Rescue said 
many of those tackling the peak were 
unprepared in terms of knowledge 
and equipment, with many needing 
assistance. 

Chairman of the team of volun¬ 
teers, Rob Johnson, said “serious con¬ 
sideration” needed to be given to how 
the 3,560 ft peak was managed. 

He said the drive to attract tourists 
contributed to an “unsustainable” 
rise in call-outs, which have risen 
from 34 in August 2015 to 43 in Au¬ 
gust this year. 

The organisation relies on do¬ 
nations and about 1,000 volunteer 
hours were spent attending incidents, 
including an RAF helicopter crash 
landing. 

He said many of the call-outs 
were preventable and, with the right 
knowledge and equipment, they could 
have been avoided. 

“We’ve attended a variety of in¬ 
cidents this summer but the most 
common have been lower-leg injuries, 
people too tired to continue and peo¬ 
ple crag-fast on Crib Goch,” said Mr 
Johnson. 

“It has been a massive commitment 
from a small group of volunteers.”

Case is put 
forward for 
park plans 

SHROPSHIRE Council’s deputy 
leader has said a “strong case” has 
been put forward for regional funding 
for Oswestry’s Innovation Park dur¬ 
ing talks at Westminster. 

It is hoped the proposed £13 million 
park off the A5 Mile End roundabout 
will eventually create up to 1,400 jobs. 

Councillor Steve Charmley said 
the Innovation Park plans were a 
“key driver” for economic growth in 
Oswestry. 

He said the proposals were dis¬ 
cussed during recent talks at West¬ 
minster, as was the need for an 
improved A5. 

Councillor Charmley, who repre¬ 
sents Whittington on the unitary 
authority, said: “Locals and those 
passing through, will be only too 
aware of the traffic chaos on the A5, 
causing gridlock not only on the main 
routes but generally bringing the 
town to a standstill. 

“During a visit to Westminster, to 
discuss projects put forward for fund¬ 
ing via the Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (LEP), the subject was raised 
with ministers and civil servants. 

“The meeting was to get support 
from all the MPs covering the LEP 
area of Shropshire, Telford and Here¬ 
fordshire, to make a case for the sub¬ 
mitted projects to be fully funded. 

“A strong case was put forward for 
the Innovation Park at Mile End. 

“The project was well received by 
both MPs and ministers, as it will 
be a key driver for economic growth 
locally. An announcement on what 
funding the Marches LEP has been 
allocated will be made by the chancel¬ 
lor in the Autumn Statement. 

“It is then for the LEP board to dis¬ 
tribute the funding in a fair manner. 

“Linked to the Innovation Park 
discussion was the thorny subject of 
Mile End roundabout and dualling of 
the A5. 

“It is clear for all to see that the 
current single carriageway is now far 
from adequate. 

“With improved connectivity, 
Oswestry is a highly attractive loca¬ 
tion for business.”

THOUSANDS of people who 
cheered on the Tour of Brit¬ 
ain riders as they crossed 
the finish line in Powys have 
received a huge “thank you” 
from the county council. 

Stage Four of the Tour of Brit¬ 
ain finished at the Royal Welsh 
Agricultural Society Showground 
on September and the cyclists 
were given a rousing welcome 
by the county’s residents as they 
crossed the finish line. 

Hundreds of people also lined the 
streets as the peloton entered the 
county on its 218-kilometre race from 
Denbigh passing through Llangy¬ 
nog, Llanfihangel, Llwydiarth, Foel, 
Cemmaes, Llanbrynmair, Staylittle, 
Llanidloes, Rhayader and Newbridge- 
on-Wye before sprinting into the show- 
ground.

Festival 
is a hit

THOUSANDS of people flocked to a festival 
which celebrates one of the most beautiful 
parts of Shropshire’s landscape.

THE proud family of a medic who 
saved countless lives over his 
30 years’ service has been hon¬ 
oured with a medal in his mem¬ 
ory. 

Emergency medical technician, Phil 
Williams, 58, of Llanfechain, near Lla- 
nfyllin, died suddenly while on duty 
on February 23. 

Tributes flooded in at the time from col¬ 
leagues, friends and the many grateful pa¬ 
tients who had been treated by Mr Williams 
over the years from across the Welshpool 
area and beyond. 

And flags flew at half mast on Welshpool 
Town Hall as a mark of respect for him. 

Now his family has received a medal and 
a letter from the ambulance services char¬ 
ity in honour of his outstanding contribu¬ 
tions over the years to the service. 

His family attended a service at the Na¬ 
tional Memorial Arboretum, in Stafford¬ 
shire, as his name was enlisted on a roll of 
honour and a wreath laid in his memory. 

His mother, Daisy, said: “I am immensely 
proud of him. He died doing what he loved. 
It was a lovely letter to receive. It said it is 
a small way of honouring the memory and 
the sacrifices Phil made. To have received it 
is wonderful. They also say he saved a lot of 
lives but of course he never told us that or 
would talked about it. It makes me feel very 
proud, and it is something that will con¬ 
tinue Phil’s legacy.” His sister, Helen Ellis, 
said Phil was a very well-known man in the 
area and he did what he loved. Phil Power, 
clinical team leader at the WAS, said: 
“Phil’s death has come as a huge shock to 
us all and we still can’t believe that he’s 
gone. Over the years, Phil helped hundreds 
if not thousands, of people, many of whom 
would not be walking around Wales today if 
it wasn’t for his skill and dedication.”

AS creative pregnancies go, 
Bridget Jones’s Baby has taken 
longer than most to come full- 
term. 

It’s been 12 years since Renee Zellweger 
adopted a near-flawless English accent to 
portray the hapless singleton in Bridget 
Jones: The Edge Of Reason. 

In the interim, writer Helen Fielding has 
delivered a third novel, Bridget Jones: Mad 
About The Boy, but it’s her series of news¬ 
paper columns from more than a decade 
ago that fertilises this haphazard, yet joyful, 
stumble into motherhood. 

The third film throws a warm, affectionate 
and frequently hilarious baby shower for 
characters we’ve grown to love and proves 
Bridget may have (finally) dieted down to 
her target dress size, but she’s no closer to 
achieving her Happy Ever After. 

Director Sharon Maguire, who helmed 
Bridget Jones’s Diary, and her ducky trio of 
screenwriters, which includes co-star Emma 
Thompson, are in a celebratory mood. 

They bookmark the heroine’s trials and 
vacillations with nostalgic flashbacks to 
earlier films reminding us of Bridget’s infu¬ 
riating obsessions and her fitful romantic 
dalliances with Colin Firth and Hugh Grant’s 
paramours. 

“I’m trying not to think I’m past my sexual 
sell-by date,” laments Bridget, as she ca¬ 
reens at high speed towards her 43rd birth¬ 
day without a wedding ring on her finger. 

She works as a producer at Hard News 
alongside old boss Richard Finch (Neil 
Pearson) and newscaster pal Miranda (Sa¬ 
rah Solemani), who suggests a hedonistic 
girls-only weekend at a music festival. 

The gal pals descend on a muddy field, 
which Miranda pithily describes as ‘Sodom 


and Gomorrah...with tofu’. A late-night 
blunder into the wrong yurt leads to a 
spontaneous coupling with a handsome 
American love guru called Jack Quant 
(Patrick Dempsey). A few days later, Bridget 
is powerless to resist the silky charms of old 
flame Mark Darcy (Firth), who is separating 
from his wife. 

A pregnancy test at work later confirms 
that Bridget is about to gain weight. If only 


she knew who was the father... Bridget 
Jones’s Baby opens with a blast of the 
heroine’s preferred anthem of self-pity - All 
By Myself - before a choice expletive kicks 
the plot into first gear. Zellweger slips back 
into the title role with ease, oozing lovability, 
fragility and regret as she wonders how to 
broach the subject of paternity with her two 
suitors. 

Dempsey and Firth are attractive rivals 


for Bridget’s brittle affections. Set-pieces 
including a tussle with a revolving door 
are genuinely hysterical and Thompson 
nabs several of the best lines as Bridget’s 
despairing obstetrician, including a zinging 
one-liner that advises expectant fathers 
against witnessing the miracle of birth first¬ 
hand. 

Ignorance, like Maguire’s rumbustious 
film, is bliss.

Motoring 

Roadster remains 
fun and enjoyable

There are good reasons why 
the latest Mazda MX-5 looks 
remarkably like the original 
model which not only made 
two-seater motoring fun but 
also made it affordable. 

It’s now over 25 years ago since 
the MX-5 first appeared and while 
the latest model benefits from a 
lot of outward design changes it is 
still instantly recognisable as the 
world’s best-selling roadster and 
is still within reach for the average 
man in the street. 

Design chiefs at Mazda have resist¬ 
ed the temptation to make sweeping 
changes. It would have been easy to 
bring in an electric roof system or drive 
down the trendy hybrid route. Instead 
they have stuck with the tried and test¬ 
ed and even made the car smaller and 
lighter. 

Was that the right choice? You can 
bet your last pound on it and little won¬ 
der that handling and driver engage¬ 
ment saw the model recognised as 
Best Real-World Driver’s Car at Autocar 
magazine’s annual test of affordable 
enthusiasts’ cars. 

It’s the lightest MX-5 since the icon¬ 
ic original arrived on the scene and is 


shorter and lower, yet wider than the 
outgoing model. 

Smaller overhangs, a lower centre of 
gravity and Mazda’s “Soul of Motion” 
styling reflects a focus on driving pleas¬ 
ure. 

Having already been named Japan 
Car of the Year 2015/16, 2016 UK Car 
of the Year and 2016 World Car of 
the Year, the MX-5’s trophy collection 
is growing ever bigger. Plus, with the 
one-millionth MX-5 having rolled down 
the production line in April, the world’s 
best-selling two-seater sports car con¬ 
tinues to win the hearts of customers 
and media alike. 

Economy 

Featuring Mazda’s award-winning 
SKYACTIV technology, the all-new MX-5 
two-litre petrol engine and lightweight 
chassis ensure new levels of perfor¬ 
mance and economy. At the same time 
the latest MX-5 meets ever-increasing 
safety refinement requirements. 

What’s great about the MX-5 is that 
its price means it’s an achievable aspi¬ 
ration for many who would normally be 
locked-out of the roadster sector. 

When it was launched in 1990 the 
115ps Mkl MX-5 cost £14,249 (equal 
to £31,687 in today’s money), yet 25 
years later with vastly more standard 
equipment, the all-new Mazda MX-5 
costs from £18,495. 


There may not be enough space to 
store a shopping bag but the cabin is 
still stunning with black leather and red 
stitching, heated seats and more tech¬ 
nology than you will ever need, housed 
in an easy-to-understand centre con¬ 
sole. 

On test was the range topping 
160ps, 2-litre Sports Nav model with 
an on-the-road price of £23,696 which 
went up to £24,365 when you added 
metallic paint, leather trim and a safety 
pack. 

You could realistically put the car of 
your dreams on the road for less than 
£20,000 though. 

Outward changes include 17inch 
alloys, rain sensing wipers, adaptive 
front lights, dusk sensing headlights, 
rear parking sensors and body colour¬ 
ed door mirrors along with a few stylish 
curves that weren’t there on the previ¬ 
ous model. 

Folding the roof down proved a sim¬ 
ple procedure and even with it folded 
there was enough volume from the 
Boss sound system to run a small 
disco with nine speakers blasting out 
sound. 

And you won’t be disappointed with 
the performance. There was a top 
speed of 133mph on the test model 
and 0-62mph in only 7.3 seconds with 
combined cycle fuel figures of over 
40mpg and C02 emissions of 161 g/ 
km.

OSWESTRY live to fight another 
season in the Birmingham Cricket 
League division two despite suffering 
a tense two-run defeat to Penkridge 
in a thrilling clash at Morda Road.
